The crop in the
valley this year is varionaly estimated
from 100,000 to 130,000 bozes, nearly
dooble the amoont of last yesr's crop.

As many farmers do not know how
to recoguize even #o general a pest as
the San Jose scale it is deaired that or-
chardists briog in specimens of every
kind of diseased trees, fruit vegetables,
plants, ote., that they can find, These
pests will be identified by Prof, Cord-
ley, entomologist at the State Agrul-
tural College, who will be present and
tell the farmers how to reognize the
pests and how to soocessfully fight
themw. Thonsands of boxes of fine ap-
ples and pears afe annoally lost in this
county because the farmers do not know
how to keep the pests off their trees.
At these fruit growers meetings or-
chardists will get more praotical knowl-
edge and how to combat the pesta than
conld be learned in six mooths spent
injreading on the subject. It will pay
every farmer who has even a dozen
froit trees to attend this meeting and
learn how to grow fruit that will
bring a profitable price in ths market
instead of being only fit for hog feed.
